Mr. Gilbert exclaimed 
fervently. Thegthe adjusted his glasses to 
get the focus and said: Gentlemen, the 
population of Chicago is 1,101,263. 


A’shout weut up from the clerks, and ad

Mr. Gilbert Surprised. 

% The returns have surprised me,“ he said. 
„ And the last of them to come in furnished 
the greatest surprise of all. It came from 
the Tenth Ward, and one district showed 
6,900 names. I had calculated on 2,600 or 3,000, 
but the enumerator found the people crowd- 
ed in there between Sixteenth and Twenty- 
first streets and Hoyne and Kedzie avenues 
in a way that no one who has not recently 
visited the district would imagine.“ 

“What parts of the town show the great 
est comparative gains?” 

“IT should say Lake View and Lake. In 
the Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, and Iwenty- 
seventh Wards, and also in the Thirtieth, 
the advance has been prodigious.- It was 
those wards, and the Tenth, that caused my 
estimate of a few weeks ago to fall short. 
I then approximated the population at 1,080,- 
000. When the books began to come in from 
these wards I saw | was a good distance be- 
hind the actual figures. I bad to put extra 
books in these wards. The Twelfth has also 
shown a steady and even remarkable growth, 
and there have been some surprises in the

„What wards are losing!“ 

“The First, of course, and I think the 
Second.

„How accurate are these ficures?”’ 

“They won’t vary far from the final re- 
turn trom Washington. The sum is as near 
tne right one as figuring by hand and brain 
can make it. The population will be refig- 
ured by machine in Washington, and until 
we know what the machines say THe TrIB- 
UNE will not be safe in making its awards for 
census guesses. I would like to be able to 
give the population of the city by wards, but 
that is almost out of the questien. 

Doesn’t Want the Job Again. 

The end brought as much happifess to Mr. 
Gilbert as it will bring this morning to the 
man whose guess was 1,101,262. He says he 
won't take another census for any man’s 
money. David Sbannahan wants him to 
write a book entitled “How 1 Took the 
Census,” and put in all the funny things 
that have happened in connection with 
the great count. Mr. Gilbert says there 
wasn't anything funny in the work, and if 
there was he wouldn’t write aboutit. It is 
too serious a matter. As soon as the books 
have all been shipped to Washington he is 
going to lock the door, nang the key in 
Everybody's Uncle Phil Hoyne’s room, and 
walk over to Madison street, where he will 
devote his life to the tariff on false hair and 


The enumerators are also prepared to turn 
over the next census to theirenemies. They 
haven’t made much money—not enough to 
pay for bandaging the dog bites—and they 
are worn out. Mr. Gilbert says the returns 
of thé obnoxious guestions about mortgages 
and chronic ailments have not been at all 
satisfactory.

A Man and Woman Meet Death in a Lake 

Near Denver. 
Denver, Colo., July 16.—[Special.|—Jobna 
Huddart ana J. A. Jacobson, architects, 
are a prominent firm in this city. Mr. 
Huddart is at present in Salt Lake City. 
Last evening Mr. Jacobson and Mrs. Hud- 
dart visited Berklies Lake, a small summer 
resort five miles from the city. They took 
a boat and rowéd out upon the water. The 
band was playing in the pavilion on the lake- 
side when the cry was raised that the boat 
had overturned.

To whom this refers is not positively 
known. Jacobson was something of an ath- 
lete aud swimmer, and it seems incredible 
that he should give up and drown in such a 
short time. At6 o’clock this evening a couple 
of sticks of dynamite were exploded where 
the couple was last seen struggling in the 
water. A few seconds later the body of Ja- 
cobson came to the surface, followed by that 
of Mrs. Huddart. It looks like a case o 
double suicide.

| HINTS FOR THE BIG FAIR. 


THOMAS COCHRAN GIVES SOME VERY 
VALUABLE ADVICE. 


The President of the Board of Finance of 
the Centennial Tells the Columbian Ex- 
position Commissioners How te Avoid 
the Difficuities He Encouantered— Many 
Good Suggestions Advanced Regarding 
the Management—Duties of the Director- 
General. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 16.—[Special.}|— 
The Commissioners of the great Internauon- 
al Exhibition to be heid in Chicago in 1893 
learned a great deal today about the direc- 
tion of monster exhibitions. They had be- 
fore them Thomas Cochran, President of the 
Centennial Board of Finance of the 1876 Ex- 
hibition. P. A. B. Widener, the member of 
the board from Pennsylvania, proved himself 
to be a most valuable member on account of 
his long service in the Vienna and French 
| exhibitions. A most interesting feature of 
the affair is that business-men and the news- 
paper proprietors have turned in heartily to 
help the Chicago Commissioners, and they 
will do all in their power to make the show a 
success. The Commissioners having the af- 
fair in charge are J. A. Mackenzie of Ken- 
tucky, Chairman; A. T. Ewing of Chicago, 
M. B. Harrison of Duluth, Peter A. B. Wide- 
ner of Philadeiphia, R. C. Kerens of St. Louis, 
and J. H. Breslin of New York. All were 
present today at the Continental Hotel except 
Mr. Kerens, who will be on hand tomorrow. 

Thomas Cochran first appeared before the 
committee, He first called attention to the 
fact that the Government had appropriated 
outright to the Chicago Commissioners a 
large sum of money. This was refused to 
the managers of the Centennial Commission, 
and hence the coming Exposition bad a great 
advantage. Besides this the Chicago people 
were forewarned, and in asort of competi- 
tive effort had raised nominaily $10,000,000. 
This vastsum of money may be inadequate, 
but it makes tne Exposition a surety. The 
States, or some of them, would make special 
appropriations, the nations will help, but all 
will be needed. 


The Director-General’s Work. 
Let me say at the outset,” said Mr. Coch- 
ran, that vou first want a Director-General, 
and you must surrender to him great powers. 
Divest yourselves of tne idea that a large 
number can control an affair like this. It is 
for you to design. After that there must be 
one head, one executive officer to carry 
out your orders. It is the same asa big 
machine or nuge hive of industry. Unless 
one is chief you will bave trouble. It is an 
exception to the rule that there is wisdom in 
many counselors, or, perhaps, it would be 
better to say that you must get the wisdom 
of many first ana apply it through one. It is 
all well enough to canvass the question in 
advance and to obtaia ali accessibie informa- 
tion, but when you formulate your plans let 
no mutation comein to mar the general 
policy. A matterof prime importance will 
be the selection of a Director-General, a per- 
son who will have to carry out all the plans 
of the Nauonal Commission or of its Execu- 
tive Committee. We had a great deal of 
trouble fourteen years ago because we did 
not see the importance of delegating the ex- 
ecutive authority to one person and having 
him responsible only to the Executive Com- 
mittee. At last we got the plan and the man 
we wanted and all went well, but up to that 
time we had troubie enougb.”’ 
—— Widener here interrupted the speaker, 
ing: 
Director-General was A. T. Goshorn of Cin- 
cinvati, the greatest organizer and harmon- 
er I know of.”’ 
“Let us then secure Gen. Goshornif pos- 
sible,” broke in Judge Mackenzie. * But he 
must have help. How about the chiefs of 
bureaus?’ 5 
“Should you be so fortunate as to secure 
the services of Gen. Goshorn,” coutinued 
Mr. Cochran, you would need a half-dozen 
lieutenants—one for the main building, an- 
other for machinery hail, one for the agri- 
cultural hall. and another for tne art display, 
a chiet of the grounds etc. In all these mat- 
ters subcommittees of the Executive Com- 
mittee would have the general direction of 
affairs; butI pray you, Mr. Chairman, to 
bear in mind that small committees are al- 
ways best, especially where two members 
are sick.“ Mr. Cochran related the troubies 
his board had about the Centennial buila- 
ings, which were very costly and hardly 
worth half what they cost. 
In this particular I think we can learn a 
great deal from the French,” said Mr. Widen- 
er. “They are a very tasteful people, full of 
local patriotism, and fond of display, but 
very economical, eéspecialty with gigantic 
schemes. It seems to me they get up the 
most beautiful, commodious, and appropri- 
ate buildings at the smallest cost. So far 
as could be seen, they were all gems in their 
way. Mr. Cochran said that our experience 
was that the buildings were entirely too cost- 
ly. Some people think that the masses come 
vo see the buiidings, but wey don’t; the 
structures are scarcely looked at. It is what 
they contain that interests and instructs and 
causes people to come again.“ 
“Excuse me for the digression,” broke in 
Judge Mackenzie, but what do you suggest 
as to the powers of the Executive Commit- 
toe!“ 
“The members should be selected with the 
greatest care as to ability, locality, ana will- 
inguess to perform all the duties assigned, 
and they will be found multifarious and 
irksome. This committee should be in con- 
stant session and have all the powers of the 
World’s Fair Commission when that body is 
not in session at Chicago. Our Executive 
Committee was of the sentimental number, 


— 


ing the original States of the Union. As I 
said before, I think small committees best. 
I have been told that you contemplate an 
Executive Committee of twenty-six members, 
and I think that ample.“ 

And fourteen will have to be present all 
the time! 

“You will find that a sofficient quorum to 
do ali the work without any delay or preju- 
dice to any interest.” 

Mr. Cochran then advised that this Execu- 
tive Committee go to work at once, so as to 
make the Exposition an assured thing before 
the world. 

“ We shail have all arrangements made in 
sixty days,” said Mr. Widener, “and on or 
about the lst of October we shall inform the 
President of our readiness with full proofs 
thereof, and we shallask him then to issue 
bis procismation inviting other nations to 
participate. 

„ That will be a good idea, Mr. Cochran 
responded. “ After heissues his prociama- 
tion individual invitations must be sent out, 
and this must all be done with all the cir. 
cumlocution of the State department. Con- 
gress must make ao appropriation, and each 
nation must do likewise. Meantime exhibit- 
ors have to get their displays ready, and it

FOR IS8UING BOGUS RECEIPTS. 


The Jury Instructed by the Court to Return 
® Verdict of Not Guilty Before Any 
Evidence for the Defense Had Been Pre- 
sented— A Technicality Over the Chang- 
ing of a Bank’s Name—How the Point 


Was Argued by the Atterneys for Both 
Sides. 


The fourth trialof James W. Sykes for 
issuing frauduient warehouse receipts to the 
amount of $15,000 termfhated yesterday aft- 
ernoon in his victory over the State, Judge 
Collins nstructing the jury to return a ver- 
dict of not guilty before any testimony had 
been put in for the defense. 

It was the decision of the Supreme Court 
reversing Sykes’ last conviction that stood 
him in such good stead in the present trial 
and with the statutes of limitations com- 
belled the court, as it thought, to such a 
course. There are other indictments on 
which Sykes may be tried, charging similar 
offenses against the same bank and against 
the Hide and Leather Bank. 

To explain the pointon which Sykes gained 
his fourth victory it is necessary to go back 
to the third trial, in which it was shown that 
the bank he defrauded was chartered as the 
Merchants’ Savings and Trust company, but 
had changed its name under the authority of 
a general act of tne Legislature to that of 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company,” 
simply leaving out the word “Savings.” In 
tne eyes of the Supreme Court it was a fatal 
omission. The point was raised that the law 
was unconstitutional ana that the bank had no 
right to change its name; that as the indiot- 
ment charged an attempt to defraud the 
„Merchants“ Loan ana Trust company,” and 
there was no such company, there was a 
fatal variance between the proof and the in- 
dictment. The Supreme Court liked the 
point and reversed and remanded the case 
on that ground, Justice Magruder only dis- 
senting. 

At the next term of the grand jury, Feb- 
ruary, 1890,a new indictment was drawn, 
correcting that mistake, and the bank 
was everywhere referred to in 
it as the Merchants’ Savings 
Loan and Trust company doing business un- 
der the name of the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company. On the trial Tuesday Mr. 
Sleeper raised the point that the two names 
represented two different corporations, and 
that the two mdictments, therefore, were 
not for the same offense, but that if the sec- 
ond indictment, which was found three years 
and a half after tne frauds were committed, 
was for a different offense, the statute of 
limitations barred prosecution, so the point 
was a vital one. 


Attempt to Meet the Point. 

The prosecution had been forewarned, and 
yesterday morning tried to meet the point 
by introducing the former indictment, drawn 
in September, 1887, the record of conviction, 
and the order of the Supreme Court revers- 
ing and remanding it. Then Mr. Neeley 
read the statute providing that all indict-

ofkense.“ Mr. Neeley thought the exception 
applied, but after the evidence was admitted 


show that the two indictments charged dif- 
ferent offenses because of the difference in 
the appellations given the bank, as referred 
to above. The test was to see if acquittal on 
one indictment would have barred prosecu- 
tion on the other. If it would not, the of- 
feuses were different and the statute of limi- 
tations barred prosecution. 

“If,” he said, we had been acquitted of 
defrauding the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company because the proof showed it was’ 
the Merchants’ Savings Loan and Trust 
company, could we have pleaded that acquit- 
tal to prevent a trial for defrauding the lat- 
ter company?” 

* He could if it were the same offense,’’ 
said Mr. Neeley. 

„No, he could not,“ was the reply. “It 
isn’t the offense that matters; it’s the person 
against whom it’s confinitted. You can’t 
say the corporations are the same. If they 
were the Supreme Court would not have re- 
versed the case. 

Mr. Sleeper read numerous decisions on 
this point, one of the strongest being an IIli- 


the Supreme Court said: 

„One general rule on this subject is that 
where facts charged in the second indict- 
ment would if true have procured a convic- 
tion on the first indictment, a plea of formal 
acquittal can be made in bar of the new in- 
dictment, but if not then it cannot be plead- 
ed because they are not tne same offenses.” 
Mr. Sleeper ureed from this that the two 
indictments against Sykes were not for the 
same offense, because the proof on the point 
affecting the name of the bank would not be 
the same. 

What the Court Said. 


There was profound silence for a few mo- 
ments after Mr. Sleeper sat down and then 
the court said: 
„Gentlemen, I can’t bring my mind to the 
conclusion that these are the same offenses 
that are charged. If the Supreme Court had 
not rendered the opinion it has in which the 
question of the corporate name is in- 
volved Ido not think the question would 
have offered any difficulty. But it 
said there that proof that Sykes was 
guilty of defrauding the Merchants’ Loun and 
Trust company was not proof that he was 
guilty ot defrauding the Merchants’ Savings, 
Loan and Trust company. It said that in the 
face of the strongest proof the two companies 
were identically the same and that the com- 
pany chartered under the latter name had 
used the former for a number of years. 
“That being the case, it seems to me this 
court is irresistibly driven by the opinion of 
tne Supreme Court that if that isso it is at 
least the law of this case that it must be 
simply because the offenses are not the same. 
If they are the same the Supreme Court 
could not have found as it did in that case. 
If it was the same offense to defraud the 
Merchants’ Savings Loan and Trust com- 
pany that it wasto defraud the Mercnants’ 
Loan and Trust company there was ne oc- 
casion for the Supreme Court to write that 
opinion.“ 
“ May I suggest,” interrupted Gen. Stiles,

A Possible Third Bill. 

There may be a third bill presented at the 
special session of the Legislature. The call 
contains a provision that no one has ap- 
parently thought much of. It is: 

To vest the said City of Chicago with the right, 
power, and authority of eminent domain to be 
exercised for purposes in behalf of said World's 
Columbian Exposition, such power and author: 
ty to cease on and after May 1, A. D. 1804. 

The idea of it was tocondemn the ease- 
ments of the Lake-Frant property owners. 
In other words, to permit the erection of 
buildings on that ground whether it cuts off 
their view of the lake or not. 

At the time that this was incorporated in 
the call there was some question as to 
whether such power could be given, and 
John N. Jewett ana John F. Wilson, when 
they were called upon to draw up the bills 
thas the call fora special session made neéc- 
eats wee asked for an opinion on the 
su 

Mr. Wilson submitted one to the effect 
that the Lake-Front property-owners could 
not be deprived of such right, and he 
advised that no such bill be presented. He 
did not believe that it would be possible 
under the law to give the City of Chicago 
; such right.

to have a bill drawn up covering the point to 
be acted upon by the directors later.

schedules cf the broken banks of Hartford 
and Juneau has progressed far enough so 
that the assignee, Judge H. W. Sawyer, can 
tell something about their condition.

THE NUISANCE A$ BAD AS EVER AND 
SHOULD BE ABATED. 


There Is No Excuse for Violations of the 
Ordinance, Provided an Efficient Smoke 
Consamer Can Be Found—A Number of 
Eagineers Indorse an Attachment 
Known as the Hatchinsen Device— What 
the Auditoriam Is Doing—Terrific Chim- 
neys. 

The smoke continues to be a nuisance. It 
is not by a mere fraction as bad as formerly, 
perhaps, but it is still an eyesore to the city. 
There exists no reasonable doubt in the 
minds of the unprejudiced and disinterested 
that this nuisance can be largely avoided if 
not wholly dispensed with. There 1s an or 
dinance requiring that this be done. The or- 
dinance is correct in theory and would be 
effective if persistently and justly enforced. 
It is the duty of the Health and Police De 
partments to see that this ordinance 
is enforced, and impartially so. That 
they have im some imstances made an 
efforts to do so is true, but the observations 
of a reporter today aemonstrated that its en- 
forcement was neither general nor effective, 
and particularly 1s this true in the sections 
of the city where the most injury and incon- 
venience are felt from the presence of these 
public nuisances—the district commonly 
known as the Board of Trade being a notable 
instance. In this district there are at least 
half a dozen buildings where the emissions 
of dense smoke and soot are constant. The 
smoke authorities can well afford in the in- 
terest of the city to visit this locality and in- 
sist upon the owners observing the city ordi- 
nance relating to the smoke nuisance.

across what is known as the Hutchinson de- 
vice for consuming smoke, the success of 
which seems to be admitted by those using 
it, with one exception, The Edison Electric 
Light company claims that it was not & suo. 
cess in their building. The device is termed 
by its inventor a water-gas furnace and can 
be attached to stationary boilers or locomo- 


tives, the cost being $150. per boiler. Two 
flues having an opening in the ash-pan are 
built up in the brick work surrounding the 
boilers, whence the hot air is conveyed 
above and distributed over the furnace of 
the boiler ‘through seven small jets 
about the size of an ordinary gas-burner. 
The effect isso to intensify the heat of the 
furnace as to consume almost entirely the 
volume of smoke. In several instances it is 
claimed that the consumption is complete, 
the resulting combustion deing entire. Mr. 
Hutchinson says the device nas been success 
fully used in various seouons of the country 
and in this city fora long time. The Lake 
Shore is using it with satisfactory results on 
the locomotives entering the city, as also is 
the Grand Trunk in some cases. 


What They Say About It, 


In the interests of abating the smoke nui- 
sance in this city and calling the attention of 
the city officials to adevice at least meriting 
their consideration, a — for Tus Tu- 
UNE visited a number of persons yesterday 
and elicited the following expressions of 
opinion: 

E. C. Kanuth, engineer in chief for the 
Western Refrigerating company,\State and 
5 streets, said: 

1 lieve the smoke nuisance can be 
abated and ought to be. During my connec- 
tion with the smoke department, extending 
over a year, I gave the subject close atten- 
tion Asaresult of my experience and study 
at that time Iam confident that a device can 
be constructed to meet all the requirements 
of the hour. When 1 came here my 
employers wanted a device that 
would consume the smoke, That 
was their object. The question of cost b 
saving fuel was not a consideration wit 
them and likely would not be with most 
firms. I recalled a test that had been made 
at the West Side water works, in which the 
device of Mr. Hutchinson competed with 
others. The result of the test demonstrated 
that Mr. Hutchinson’s device consumed the 
smoke on that oecasion and I told him we 
would try one here, We did not want him 
9 guarantee that it would save us anything 
in the cost of fuel; all we asked was to have 
the smoke consumed. Our chimney was a 
ee smoker and annoyed the neighbors. 

e put the Hutchinson device in six months 
ago and it has worked well ever since, and 
is working quite as well today as at 
first. It cam be used with the greatest 
success as a matter of economy even 
on all tubular boilers, 1 believe; 
certainly it does not increase the cost 
of operations. Our coal bill for the first 
month after using his machine was not a 
penny more than previously. it occurred to 
me that by reducing our grate surface one 
half I could produce with his device a heat 
sufficient torun this plant with one boiler 
instead of two. I did so, and, as you see, we 
can run the plant with one boiler all right, 
which as a matter of economy is consider- 
able to the firm. The greater the surface to 
be covered naturally the greater heating 

wer is necessary; or, in other words, if we 

have twenty-four feet of grate surface over 

which to blow the hot air, the less heating 

power we have. You want a surface so 

small as to be completely covered by the jet 

of the device. But let me show you the 
practical effects of the device.“ 

The Practical Effects. 

Saying this, Mr. Kanuth instructed his 
fireman to cut off the Hutchinson machine 
and coal up. The firemandidso The vo! 
ume of smoke entirely filled the sixteen 
8 foot chimuey with the device off. 

ith it on, after due time had been allowed 
for the smoke in the chimney to escape, 
there was scarcely any smoke visible. It was 
more like a vapor. They fired upsagain with 
the device on and the result was most satis- 
factory. 

We have not had the inspectors after us 
since we have been using the device,” con- 
tinued Mr. Kanuth. “I am much pleased with 
it. Lam of the opinion that the automatic 
furnace, or the Murphy, is better in some 
slight respects, but the difference in the cost 
of attaching them is considerable for the dif- 
ference in merit. The others cost $700 and 
the Hutchinson but 8150. The machine is all 
right, if the men using it will do so properly. 
It will not do to put it on one day and leave it 
off the next, as many of them do. It really 
entails no more labor on the engineer or the 
fireman, though many of them have that 
idea.“ 

John G. O' Neil, chief engineer of the 
Phenix Building, Jackson and Paoifle avenue 
who has built most of the plants In the Board 
of Trade vicinity, said: 

“| was opposed to the introduction of the 
» Hutchinson machine in this building. I be- 
lieved any such device would injure the boil- 
ers. Lam free to say my suspicions have not 
been confirmed by the experiment with the 
Hutchinson device. It has done its work 
well ana has not injured the boilers m the 
least, as I have made it my business to watch 
closely. I have had this one in constant use 
for six months, and it has not failed to per- 
form its work. Come up stairs and we will 
take a look at the chimney.” 

Requesting the fireman to put in some coal 
when signalled from the roof, the effect was 
observed. There was scarcely a visible in- 
crease in the output of smoke, During most 
of the time of the reporter’s observations 
on the roof there was not even vapor escap- 
ing from the chimney. At intervals a small 
quantity of smoke would reach the top of the 
chimney, which Engineer O' Neil explained 
was likely due to the fireman opening the 
fire-doors to coal up or ascertain the condi- 
tion of his fire. 


The Auditoriam “ Smokers.” 


“tne only solution of this smoke nuisance 
is either to burn anthracite coal under a 
draft process or in coking ovens,” remarked 
Chief Engineer George M. Vowan of the 
Auditorium Hotel Company. This could 
be done under proper conditions at a cost of 
less than fifteen per cent above the present 
cogt. .Any process that wiil successfully 
abate the smoke nuisance is to cost 


more money o operate the boilers than at

think. Ido not, of course, offer it as an ex- 
cuse for the chimney smoking as it does, but 
simpiy to show why its volume of smoke is 
so great. We burn all the refuse from the 
hotel, which at this season of the year runs 
from one vo one and a half car-loads per day. 
We bring this refuse down from the tenth 
floor through a tube. This iaimense amount

coal. 
It is of that r condition, too, to add 
tiy to the ordmary volume of smoke, 
his is the only hotel in this country burn:ng 
its refuse me 4 doing it successfully. I am 
aware this smoke question is a serious one 
for Chicago. It bas been a serious one for 
the astern cities, and the only solution for 
it there has been the employment of anthra- 
cite coal. True, being so near the anthracite 
coal fields they get their coal cheaper than we 
do and can thus better afford to employ it 
But is no other solution, 
no other remedy, as I verily 
lieve, we ahall have to do the same 
thing. To burn this smoke from bituminous 
coal entirely, completely, and thoroughly at 
all times there must be a temperature of not 
less than 2,000 degrees. A question suggests 
itself to my mind: These men who have de- 
vices for consuming the smoke apply one to 
a battery of poilers in this building and it 
works well; they make the same attachments 
to a battery of boilers across the street, and 
they do not workat all. Why? They can 
never tell you.“ 

The Auditorium company has eleven boil- 
ere in use and has two smokestacks, the 
larger stack having seven boilers and the 
smalier one four boilers discharging into it. 
That the volume of smoke from these boilers 
is enormous can be easily ascertained from 
any adjoining building. It is simply im- 
mense. It may be called an ocean of smoke, 
and its s itself all over the neighbor- 
hood. Itseriously mterferes with tne re- 
ceipts of the Auditorium tower. People who 
have visited the tower once and come in con- 
tact with this volume of nauseating smoke 
have not had the courage to make a second 
visit. It behooves the Auditorium company 
to remedy the nuisance in its own pecuniary 
interests as well as to comply with the or- 
dinance, 


A Nest of Smeke- Breeders. 

Taking an observation of the surroundin 
buildings from the roof of the Phenix Build- 
ing the reporter could see the pressing neces- 
sity that existe for some device to, lesgen, if 
not totally consume, the volumes of smoke 
pouring from almost innumerable chimneys 
within the scope of his vision. Immediately 
in front of his position on the roof was the 
large chimney of the Union League Building 
pouring forth a volume of smoke almost ob- 
scuring the view of the building. The wind 
was blowing from the lake and carried the 
smoke in great clouds across Clark street, the

intervening buildings, and into the 
rooms of the top stories of 
the Board of Trade Building.

the smoke emitted, and it looked as though 
there was a fierce contest between the Coun- 
selman boilers and the Royal Insurance boil- 
ers to see which could throw the 
most soot and smoke within a given 
time. During the tive minutes the reporter 
held his watch in his hand he was willing 
to award the prize to the Counselman chim- 
ney, though another observer might have 
proposed to divide the prize. The Maller 
Building adjoming was not backward in 
—— off huge waves of emoke. The 
Edison Electric Light Building was envel- 
oped in a dense cloud most of the time of the 
reporter’s observations. As a matter of 
fact, the whole Board of Trade section, with 
one or two excepuons, is a veritable nest for 
smoke breeding. There is no necessity for 
it, as the condition of the Phenix Building 
demonstrates. This buldmg was once one 
of the worst smokers in that vicinity; now it 
is the cleanest in this respect. 

The building occupied by Siegel, Cooper & 
Co., State and Adams, has a good smoker, 
and last evening just before 6 o’clock it was 
belching forth a great amount of dirty, 
heavy, black smoke. Then there was the 
Owings Building at Adams and Dearborn, 
the ralmer House chimney, and the Audi- 
torium, all of which combined darkened the 
atmosphere until it looked like the gathering 
of a furious storm. 


COMING WEST WITH THEIR FACTORY. 


Barbed Wire Manufacturers Want to Be 
ight in the Market. 

Boston, Mass., July 16.—[Special.|—P. L. 
Moen, President of the Washburn & Moen 
Manufacturing company, the great barbed- 
wire makers of Worcester, said today, rela- 
tive to the transfer of a portion of their busi- 


ness to the West: “It is true that 
we have purchased ai large tract 
of land in Chicago and that we 


may build a mill upon it. It is certain that a 
mill will be started very shortly in that part 
of the country, although the Chicago land 
may not be used. That site suited us in the 
main and it was thought best to secure it, 
but there are other locations still under con- 
sideration. 

“ The machinery for the new plant is al- 
ready in process of construction at our own 
works at Worcester and it is hoped that the 
Western mill will be equipped and started 
by next spring. Its management will, of 
course, be from the Worcester office. We 
shall begin with the manufacture of 
coarse Wires only, but we eventually may 
make everything which the Western market 
demands. We can buy our steel as cheaply 
in the West as in the East, and by being in 
the midst of the Western market we can save 
$4 a ton freightage, which we have hitherto 
paid. That you can readily see 1s quite a con- 
sideration in itself. 

“Tpen there is the great far west to be con 
sidered, beyond the Mississippi and beyond 
the Rockies too. If we are to compete with 
Western manufacturers in these markets at 
all we must be nearer to them than Worces- 
ter. There can be nothing said definitely 
about the size of the plantas yet. We shail 
start moderately, but shall, of course, hope 


to grow. We do not believe that tne 
Worcester mills will feel the 
effect of the new plant after 


the first six months or so. The business of 
New Engiand and all the country east of the 
Alleghanies ought to be enough to keep our 
works here fully employed. egsball not be 
competitors against ourselves, either, for the 
Western manufacturers have never been 
able to injure us seriously in 
the Eastern markets, although they 
have had the advantage of Lake 5 * 
ores. The freight charges from the West to 
the East have afforded us some protection, 
These same freight. charges, too, have pro- 
tected Western manufacturers to a certain 
extent from us. We might still have been 
able to fairly compete with them’ for some 
time, however, in the Western market with- 
out establishing a Western plant if the tariff 
had been revised.”

BOTTOM Ur tN MIDLAKE, 


Found by the Puritan Yesterday After- 
noon—VCccupants Drowned. 

The two yachts which left St. Joseph for 
Chicago Monday morning before the big 
blow, whose loss was reported in Tuesday’s 
TRIBUNE, were found by the steamer Puritan 
in midlake yesterday afternoon. Their. oc- 
cupants bad been drowned in the storm. It 
is said that one of the boats was named the 
Sable and hailed from South Chicago. 

“The Puritan left St. Joseph at 4:30,” 
Capt. Stines said last evening, and just 
two hours later I detected a black spot on 
tLe water about a mile and a half to the 
north with the glasses. This would make 
thirty miles from St. Joseph. I had 
been watching for the wrecks 
on every trip. The Puritan was 
turned toward the spot, and as there 
was no sea Iran alongside the wrecks. Tne 
two yachts had- been tied together by a rope 
from the pow of the smaller to the stern of 
the larger. The big yacht liad sunk, and was 
about ten feet under water, being upheld by 
the smaller boat. The latter showed about 
six feet above water, its stern pointing up- 
ward. Both boats were inclined about forty- 
five degrees. The smaller one was painted 
sky-biue on the inside. There were no bod- 
ies in it. As l would have pulled the boats 
to pieces had I attempted to tow them into 
Chicago I came on without them. 

“ When the gaie struck the two yachts Mon- 
day noon,”’ Capt. Stines continued, ** suppose 
the big one at once filled andsunk. The only 
hope we five occupants of the two boats had 
was to cling to the upturned end of the small 
one. They were soon washed off. The sails 
of the smali boat were all folded up, as if in 
preparauon for a gale. I could not see the 
sails ef the other vacht.“ 

The strangest part of this lake mystery is 
that no one has made any inquiries at St. 
Joseph regarding whe boats, and no 
one has called at the dock of the 
Graham & Morton Line here to learn 
about them. The report in St. Joseph is that 
the large boat was called the Sable and 
hailed from South Chicago. They were at 
St. Joseph several days, but their occupants 
lived on board and did not go about the 
town, spending their time in fishing. On 
that account no one paid any attention to the 
boats beyond noticing that they set sail for 
Chicago at 8o0’clock Monday morning.

THAT ANTI-TKUsST DISTILLERY, 


J. J. Firmenich Win Utilize It in Connec- 
tion with a Glucov«e Factory. 

Mr. J. D. Iier's scheme to build a $3,000,000 
anti-trust distillery in Chicago is likely to re- 
ceive substantial aid from an unexpected 
quarter. Mr. J. J. Firmenich, the sirup 
manufacturer ‘at No. 278 Michigan street, 
who is largely interested in glucose making, 
has a plan which he thinks will operate to the 
advantage of both himself and the proposed 
distiliery. 

“ T rana glucose plant in Buffalo, N. V., for 
twerty years,“ said Mr. Firmenich yester- 
day. I fact mine was the first in this coun- 
try. In the next block to the Buffalo 
factory was a distillery. I observed that 
many gallons of spirits ran away and were 
wasted in tne refuse from the glucose. I 
tried the experiment of utilizing this waste 
spirits in the distillery adjoining. The re- 
sult was highly satisfactory. I sold the 
Buffalo plant and came to — 
intending w organize a company for 
the joint manufacture of glucose 
and whisky. The company was 
organized and the plant erected at Peoria. 
The Whisky Trust came along and gobbied it 

8 in spite of my endeavors. 
It is highly probabie that the new anti-trust 
distillery will inciude a giucose factory as 
well. If Igo into the scheme it will on 
— pian. The saving on the cost of the 
whisky would be considerable, as I have 
demonstrated to my own satisfaction, and 
this woula enable the new concern to suc- 
cessfuliv fight ghe trust.”

WILL BE A GUKGLOUS AFFAIR. 


The Demonstration by Udd-Fellows on the 
Lake-Front Next Month. 

One of the largest semi-military demonstra- 
tions that have ever taken piace in America 
will be that of the Patriarchs Militant, I. O. 
O. F., to be held on the Lake-Front during 
the week of Aus. 3 to 10. This is to be the 
first triennial cantonment of the organization. 
There will be competitive drills, parades, a 
grand review of ali the Odd-Feliows present, 
and the Decoration ot Chivairy, besides the 
secret ceremoniais to be performed in Battery 
D. during the week. Public interest will 
center in the Lake-Front doings. The page- 
ant, it is promised, will be gorgeous. 

The Odd-Fellows form the iargest secret 
organization in America, numbering 700,000 
members, and asa body they are also the 
richest. The Military Order of Patriarchs 
Militant was founded five years ago, and al- 
ready the 600 cantons contain 23,000 uni- 
formed members. Of these at least 10,000 
will ve in line at the review Thursday, Aug. 
7, while the other Odd-Fellows present will 
number from 25,000 to 35,000. They will also 
take part in the parade. The Patriarchs Mil- 
tant are organized after the plan of 
the armies of Europe. There are 
600 cantons and twenty-one brigades. 
The men are . 0Oriliiantiy uniformed 
and their display of banners and flags Will 
make a sea of bright colors. 

Gen. doan C. Underwood, founder of the 
organization and the Generalissimo of the 
army, says that at the review his staff will 
consist of 150 mounted officers, while there 
Will aise be a squadron of Hussars and an- 
other of Lancers, making 200 cavaiiers to be 
attached to the staff The Geoeralissimo’s 
band will consist of 100 musicians. 

It is estimated at Gen. Underwood’s head- 
quarters that this demonstration will bring 
into Chicago at least 50, 000 Odd- Fellows, with 
as many more of their friends and an equal 
numberof the public generally, who will 
take the advantage of the exceptionally low 
railroad rates for a visit to this city. Both 
the railroads and the hotels have offered 
every possible aid to the enterprise. Tne 
city authorities have granted the use of the 
Lake-Front and the park will be inclosed 
with wide-meshed wire fencing. Review- 
ing staneés will be erectea where enormous 
crowds can be accommodated. 

The financial suctess of the demonstration 
is assured by the fact that $50,000 has already 
been deposited in bank here, 000 of which 

ill be used for the payment of cash prizes, 
and the remainder for defraying the expenses 
of the undertaking; and, in round numbers, 
itis estimated that $60,000 has been subscribed 
as a transportation fund, which makes the 
entire vapital of the enterprise over $100,000. 


ALD. GAHAN ACCUS&S THE MAYOR.

QUEER SUIT UVEX A BURIAL LOT, 


The Decree la the Case Makes Two Disin- 
termentsa Necessary. 

Judge Shepard entered a decree yesterday 
in an unusual case. EvanT. Rees bought a 
burial lot in Calvary Cemetery in 1868 from 
the Catholic Bishop of Chicago. Several 
members of Mr. Rees’ family lie buried 
there.

Kiniey bill 


Tux problem of New York’s water supply 
at last is solved for along time to come. For 
fifteen years the supply bas been insuffi- 
cient, with a constantly increasing popula- 
tion, but after years of labor, not unat- 
tended by gigantic frauds in its construc- 
non, the new aqueduct, through which the 
water came for the first time Monday 
last, has quadrupled the amount formerly re- 
ceived. It has cost the New-Yorkers a 
round $25,000,000, besides $1,500,000 spent 
for land, and has occupied five years in con- 
struction. The total capacity of the new 
aqueduct is 318,000,000 galions a day down to 
Jerome Park. This makes the max- 
imum daily water supply of the city (in- 
cluding the old aqueduct and Bronx 
River pipe line) 431,000,000 gallons, while 
its actual need is only about one-half that 
amount. The World estimates that the flow- 
ing capacity is equivalent to a stream fifty 
feet wide and ten feet deep, with a current 
of one foot a second. When all the proposed 
dams are built the total storage capacity will 
be 69,700,000,000 gallons, the Quaker Bridge 
dam, the largest artificial reservoir in the 
world, alone holding 30,000,000,000 gallons. As 
an indication of the frauds committed in the 
construction it is stated that there were not 
one hundred continuous feet of perfect work 
in the entire thirty-three miles of the aque- 
duct, and that if it had been filled with water 
before it was repaired it would have col- 
lapsed from end toend. With these repairs, 
however, it is the opinion of the Chief Engi- 
neer that the work is now equivalert to that 
called for by the contract. The New- Yorkers 
can now contempiate the certainty of having 
all the water they need, with a storage capac- 
ity good for a year’s supply in addition. 
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SPEAKER REED’S CRITIC IN ERROR. 

The ex-member of Congress and pariia- 
mentarian who contributes a paper to the 
North American Review on Speaker Reed’s 
Error” in counting a quorum is piainly in 
error himself, and that, too, in presenting 
an argument which he evidently thinks con- 
clusive. Citing the case of a vote on the 
passage of a pill over a veto by the Presi- 
dent, he quotes the Constitution as follows 
to show that Speaker Reed’s method of 
counting silent ‘members to make a quorum 
would be illegal: 


Every bill which shall have passed the House 
of Representatives and the Senate shall, before 
it becomes a law, be presented to the President 
of the United States. If he approve, he shall 
sign it, but if not, he shall return it, with his ob- 
jections, to that House in which it shall have 
originated, who shall enter the objections at 


large on their journal, and — to reconsider 
it. After such reconé ation, two-thirds of 
that House shali agree to pass the bili, it shall be 
sent, together with the objections, to the other 
House, by which it shall ewise be reconsid- 
ered, and, F approved by two-tnairds of that House, 
it shali becomeaiaw, But in all such cases the 
votes of both Houses shall be determined by yeas 
and nays, and the names of the persons voting 
for and t the bill shall be entered on the 
journai of each House respectively. 


The writer of the Review articie then quotes 
as follows Speaker Reed’s new House Rule 15, 
which he declares is in open and unmiéstak- 
able violation of the provision of the Con- 


stitution: 

Rule XV., Clause 8: “On the demand of any 
member, or at the suggestion of the Speaker, the 
names of members sufficient to make a quorum 
in the hall of the House wiv do not vote shail be 
noted by the Clerk and recorded in the journai, and 
reported to tne Speaker with the names of the 
members . and be counted and announced 
in determining presence of d quorum to do busi- 

The trouble with Speaker Reed’s critic is 
that in order to bring about a conflict be- 
tween the constitutional provision in regard 
to vetoes and the newrule of the House in 
passing bills he misréads and misapplies them 
both. The House rule, of course, does not 
apply where a different kind of proceeding 
is prescribed by the higher authority of tne 
Constitution. The Constitution does say 
that in the exceptional cases of passing 
a bill over a Presidential veto there must 
be two-thirds in the affirmative to 
carry the measure, and the yeas and nays 
must be taken. As the Constitution says 
that in all such cases as the passage of a 
billover a veto there must be a two-thirds 
vote in the affirmative, as shown by the yeas 
and nays, it follows of course that the House 
rule as to counting silent members is not op- 
erative in such cases. Rule 15 applies only in 
ordinary legislation and in voting on bills be- 
fore they are sent to the President for ap- 
proval. In such legislation the Constituwon 
requires neither a two-thirds vote nor the taking of 
yeas and nays. A majority of a quorum is suf- 
ficient to pass a bill in the first instance, and 
the vote may be taken viva voce by passing 
between teliers or by a count by the Speaker. 
In regard to ordinary legislation the Consti- 
tution leaves the House free to exercise its 
discrewon, and it is in fact expressly author- 
ged to “determine the rule of its proceed- 
ings.” In the case, however, of a conflict 
between the President and Congress the 
Constitution itself fixes the method of pro- 
ceeding, and the ruies which the House 
makes for ordinary iegislation and in the 
field committed to its discretion do not apply. 

There are three or four exceptional cases 
in which the Constitution requires that the 
vote in Congress shall be by yeas and nays. 
This is done where the number of votes re- 
quired is more than the majority of a quo- 
rum and where the names of members voting 
for and against a bill must be entered on the 
journal s0 as to fix their responsibility. The 
yeas and nays are properly required when 
the object is to ascertain whether a member 
fayors or opposes a bill, but there is no need 
of calling hig name and requiring a response 
to prove that he is present in the House. The 


determined by the eye, and a rule that would 
require it to be ascertained by the yeas and 
nays merely puts it in the power of a mem- 
ber to remain silent and thus falsify the rec- 
ord by maxing it declare him absent when 
in point of fact he was sitting in his seat 
right before the eyes of the Speaker. The 
new House rule was devised merely to de- 
termine the truth as to the presence of a 
quorum, and there is nothing in it to inter- 
fere with the peculiar and exceptional pro- 
ceedings required by the Constitution in cer- 
tain cases. The Constitution no more re- 
quires the yeas and nays than it does 
a twothirds vote in all cases; but 
un specifies the exceptional instances 
where these requirements are made. In 
ali other proceedings the House is 
authorized to provide its own forms and reg- 
ulations, and hence there is no conflict be- 
tween the new rule of the House and the 
secon of the Constituwon cited, each being 
in full force and effect in its own sphere. In 
the passage of a bill each member wishing to 
support it must vote for it himself under the 
rules. If @ majority of the quorum present 
votes in the affirmative it is passed. If the

Rule 8 requires a member to vote 
every question unless he is personally or 
peeuniarily interested; but it imposes no pen- 
alty for refusing, and members are in the 
habit of disregarding ite mandate because it 
does not punish them for non-voting.

THE “FORCE BILL” OF 1871. r 

The frothing ut the mouth by Democratic 
editors and speakers over the alleged force 
bill” is quite familiar to all who remember 
the opposition in 1871 to the Federal Super- 
visors’ Jaw. That law was directed partic- 
ularly to the cure of the enormous frauds 
which had been practiced in New York 
City and which, as Senator Conkling said, 
had resulted in the return of Democratic 
majorities greater than the number of men, 
women, children, and cats and dogs in the 
districts. Originally intended more for New 
York City than the Soutn, the Democrats 
nevertheless regarded the bill as one cal- 
culated to deprive them of a few fraud- 
won seats in Congress, and hence they op- 
posed it to the utmost. They fought 
ana filibustered against it and ex- 
hausted the language of - invective. 
The bill was denounced in Congress as 
providing “bayonet rule” and ‘“cap- 
ping the climax of enormity,” after ac- 
complishing the practical destruction of 
the States and “outraging every sense of 
honor, propriety and decency.” Neverthe- 
less the bill passed, and during the years 
that the law has remainedon the statute 
book the only fault found with it is that it is 
not strong enough. The Democrats them- 
selves have not passed bills to repeal it when 
they were in control of Congress, but now, 
when it is proposed to strengthen and amend 
the act, they begin to howl in much the same 
fashion they did when the original bili was 
under consideration. They know the ab- 
surdity of the outcries they make againsta 
law calculated to prevent ballot- box stuffing 
and faise counting, but, of course, they can- 
not disclose the true ground of their 
agitation and wrath. It wouldn't do at 
all to say that they oppose the bill be- 
cause it is calculated to deprive them of some 
thirty seats which they now hold in Congress 
by reason of successful election villainy. It 
wouldn’t sound well for them to say that all 
this excitement and turmoil are caused by the 
fear that if elections are made fair in the 
South they will lose so many votes that 
they will have small hope left of grabbing 
the spoils in Presidential elections. Never- 
theless that is what hurts them. Ik the bill 
would heip them get the spoils and plunder 
they would give it unanimous support. In- 
asmuch, however, as it is calculated to de- 
prive them of fraudulent representation and 
make the spoils of office harder to get and 
more uncertain it naturally provokes great 
howling and gnashing of teeth.

Five counties Jose and seven gain, but one 
of them only ten. Boone gains, but it has 
fewer people than in 1870. The handsome 
increase in Kane is due to Aurora and Elgin, 
and the good showing made by Winnebago 
to Rockford. Where there are no cities or 
thriving little villages there are losses. K)se- 
where there are gains. The total increase in 
population of these twelve counties is 25,991, 
or 8.2 per cent, as against a gain of about 100 
per cent in the old City of Chicago. 

When Tun TRIBUNE was calling attention 
two years ago to the loss of population in tne 
rural districts or its stationary tendency 
some country papers denied the accuracy of 
its conclusions because the number of voters 
was increasing in counties whose population 
was said to be falling off. But these Nortb- 
ern Illinois returns show the two things are 
by no means irreconcilabie. The five coun- 
ties which have lost since 1880 and White- 
side, which has stood still, cast in 1880 33,- 
830 votes. Eight years later they cast 85,203, 
a gain of 1,373. But in ten years their popu- 
lation bas decreased 6,834. Thus in 1880 
there were 481 persons to a voter and in 1888 
about 4.87. The deaths of the older men 
have been a little more than made good b 
a few boys who have staid at home. 7 
JUGGLED RACES AT WASHINGTON PARK. 

It is high tame for the Washington Park 
Association to decide whether the park is to 
be run by professional gamblers or by gen- 
tlemen, and whether its patrons are to 
lose their money on a fair chance or be 
fleeced out of it by turf brace games. The 
race Tuesday, in which the horse Atticus 
won, was a disgrace to the park. There isa 
general consensus of opinion among all horse 
experts that Santalene was the best horse 
in the closing race, and five outof six betting 
men laid their odds on his chances. There is 
no question that Santalene’s jockey did not 
ride to winy and deliberately allowed Atticus, 
a common plater, to take the rage, and that 
those who put their money on the other horse 
were fieeced by a juggled race. 

II generally has been supposed that the 

Washington Park Association is a club of 
gentiemen who are fond of racing as a legiti- 
mate sport, and the patrons of the turf up to 
recently have felt that their money was 
risked on a fair chance, that everything was

A month ago Secretary Blaine told Senator 
Allison that “this was a bad year to ask the 
people to stand increased duties.” Yet, in 
spite of that friendly warning of the wise 
oid statesman, there are no signs of an inten- 
tion on the part ot the Senate to trim off the 
monstrosities of the McKinley bill—to run a 
blue pencil through the wool, cotton, and 
linen schedules, which largely raisp the price 
on every article men, women, and children 
wear; to chop off the double duties on cut- 
lery and hardware, imposed for the benefit 
of a few money gluttons in Democratic 
States; and to knock out the big tax on tin- 
plate levied for the benefit of some Pitts- 
burg pet, whom it is proposed to convert into 
another Carnegie millionaire. 5 

It is even said that the Senators will not 
“have time enough” to modify the sugar 
schedule of the bill, so that the surrender of 
the 60 millions of duties may be compensated 
for by the openmg of new markets in the 
Latin-American States to American manu- 
factures and Western farm products. Lack 
of time.” Thatis a frivolous excuse. Mr. 


Biaine called the attention of the Finance 


Committee of the Senate to the subject more 
than a month ago. Five months ago, before 
the bill had passed the House, but after the 
Committee on Ways and Means had decided 
on free sugar, he hada talk with its mem- 
pers and pointed out to them the folly of re- 
peating the mistake which had been made 
with Brazil coffee nineteen years ago, and ex- 
plained also how these sugar duties could be 
used to pry open the closed markets of Cuba 
and the other West Indies. 

The committeemen agreed that he was 
right,. but still went ahead on the theory that 


the country would get more by cheap sugar 


than by free access to the markets of forty 
million people. Whereas if they had taken 
Mr. Biaine’s advice the Western farmer 
would have had in due time both cheaper 
sugar and 4 much wider market for his sur- 
pluses, and therefore higher prices. Having 
rejected Mr. Biaine’s advice the House com- 
mittee increased the “protecuon” given to 
the odious Sugar Trust from two-tenths of a 
cent a pound to four-tenths, and the Senate 
committee raised it to siz-tenths and took yel- 
low sugars off the free list. So the free 
cheap sugar of the Western farmer is becom- 
ing more and more of a dream. 

The attention of the Senate and the House 
was called long ago to this subject of open- 
ing Latin-American markets, not merely by 
Mr. Biaine but also by the President, The 
latter said in a message to Congress last 
June: 


It has been stated so often and so persistently 
that our tariff laws offered an insurmountable 
barrier to the large exchange of products with 
the Latin-American nations I deem it proper 
to call especial attention to the fact that more 
than 87 per cent of the products of those nations 
sent to our ports are now admitted free. If 
sugar is placed upon the free list, practically 
every import article exported from those States 
will be given untaxed access to our markets, ex- 
cept wool. The real difficulty in the way of ne- 
gotiating profitable reciprocity treaties is that 
we have given freely so much that would have 
had value in the mutual concessions which such 
treaties imply. 

Here the President intimates that it will 
not be wise to give up sugar, as coffee and 
other things have been given up, without get- 
ting an equivalent forthem. The President 
and his Secretary agree on this policy, and 
they may be presumed to know as much 
about the aims and purposes of the Repup- 
lican party as a few accidental Congress- 
men who may never see Washington again 
after their terms have expired. Therefore 
the Senate should provide that the sugar 
duties be remitted only for those countries 
which do not levy export duties and which“ 
open their ports to the special non- competing 
products of the United States—flour, butter, 
cheese, pork, agricultural implements, heavy 
machinery, etc. 

The Senate should also deal with coffee

ALIEN INHERITANCE OF LAND, 

The recent decision of the District Court 
at Des Moines denying the right of subjects 
of Queen Victoria resident in Great Britain 
to inherit land in lowa from a person dying 
in that State seems somewhat to be misun- 
derstood by certain papers in the East. It 18 
well known that English heirs often have 
inherited valuable real estate in this country 
and their tities have been confirmed by the 
Supreme Court, but it must be remembered 
that this has been true only in cases that 
were within the stipulations of the treaty 
with Great Britain or where tne States had 
not attempted tointerfere with the inherit- 
ance of land by aliens. The treaty of 
1794 expressly declared that British 
subjects who then held land in the United 
States should be secure in their holdings and 
that they and their heirs should have the 
same power to sell, grant, and devise such 
property as natives. A corresponding rigut 
was reserved for Americans owning land in 
England, but in both cases the privilege ap- 
plied only to realty in possession at wat 
time. In respect to such lands the Supreme 
Court has declared the tréaty binding and 
that State laws in conflict with it are void. 
It is under such circumstances only that the 
right of English heirs to inherit land in the 
United States has been upheld by the Fed- 
eral courts against ail State laws to the con- 
trary. 

In the Iowa case the land, of course, was 
acquired long after the treaty witn Great 
Britain, and hence the State was under no 
obligation to permit the property to pass by 
inheritance to alien heirs unless it saw fit. 
The lowa statutes secure to resident aliens 
the same rights as native-born citizens in re- 
spect to the possession and descent of prop- 
erty, but declare that non- resident aliens 
are prohibited from acquiring title to or tak - 
ing or holding any lands or real estate by 
descent, devise, purchase, or otherwise,“ 
except where provided by law. As there is no 
land in lowa which comes under the provisions 
of the treaty of 1794 we State is free 
to carry out its policy, which is to limit the 
right to hoid realty to American citizens and 
resident aliens. Judge Kavanaugh in decid- 
ing me Callan case took into consideration 
only the provisions of the lowa Constitution 
and statutes and passed by the stipulations 
of the treaty with Great Britain as inapolica- 
ble. In some of the older States in the East 
there may be many cases where real estate 
held by Englishmen at the time of the treaty 
is still in possession of their heirs, aad hence 
may continue to pass by inheritance irrespect- 
ive of State laws on the subject. 

Some of the recent treaties made by the 
Federal Government have conceded to for- 
eigners rights in respect to land-owning 
which few of the States are willing to grant. 
For instance, the treaty of 1858 with France 
provides that “Frenchmen shall enjoy the 
right of possessing personal and real prop- 
erty by the same title and in the same man- 
ner as citizens of the United States,” and 
they are to be free to dispose of it as they 
may please, either gratuitously or for value 
received, by donation, testament, or other- 
wise just as those citizens themselves.” 


Hardly a State in the Union would concede 


and give foreigners the same rights as 
native-born and naturalized citizens in re- 
spect to the acquisition and inheritance of 
land. If any of we treaties are to have 
such aconstruction as that they will need 
amendment, and it is quite certain that the 
policy of restricting land-owning do those 
who are citizens or are willing to become 
such must prevail ultimately.

PROHIBITION PLUNDER IN IOWA. 

The Des Moines Keyister has compiled from 
the official records tigures which show in a 
striking way how tne Iowa prohibitory lawis 
béing used by searchers, informers, and the 
like to plunder the public treasury. The Pro 
hibitionists in the hope of securing the execu- 
tion ot the law provided liberal fees for 
spies and prosecutors and made the counties 
responsible for costs, but the result has been 
in Des Moines to give certain fellow of the 
baser sort uncommoniy good opportunities 
to get their hands into the public treasury 
and gorge themselves on fees and costs. 
The strict enforcement of the prohibitory 
law is the last thing these mercenaries de- 
sire, since that would close their source of 
revenue and force them tu seek a livelihood 
in some occupation more laborious and less 
profitable than making liquor seizures and 
pocketing fees. 

The policy pursued in Des Moines with a 
view to the maximum of fees and the mini- 
mum amount of restraint on the liquor traf- 
fic is to seize single bottles of liquor and 


start condemnation proceedings against each. 


one, In each instance the State is brought 
into controversy, not with a saloonkeeper or 
with the premises where liquor is sold, but 
with a bottle of whisky or beer. Thus, while 
the saloonkeeper is harmed only to the extent 
of the loss of a bottle of beer worth 20 or 25 
cents, costs and fees to the amount of $7.25 
are extracted from the county treasury for 
the benefit of the searchers and witnesses.

Thore is eviaentiy in Des Moines a three- 
cornered conspiracy between the Justices, 
the constables, and the liquor venders to 
plunder the taxpayers under guise of enforc- 
ing prohibition. Without closing a single 
place where liquor is sold the searchers in 
Des Moines have compelled the expenditure 
from the public treasury of $80,000 in the last 
six months. No such scandalous state of af- 
ta prevails in other cities in Iowa, for the 
reason that public sentiment would not tol- 
erate it, and it is not likely that Des Moines 
will endure robbery in the name of prohibi- 
tion much longer.

It is true 1 may not be 
as much affected as you are dy the 
heroic devotion of these Pittsburgers, 
who are ready to go into business when 
the United States Government makes 
it. safe for them to do so, but we feed the 
Welsh workmen now. They subsist on our 
Hour and meat, and will eat but little more 
American food in this country than in Wales. 
Still, at the outside, there will be but a few 
thousand of them, and they will not buy a 
hundredth part enough to make up for our 
extra tinware bills. There are, however, 
40,000,000 people to the south of us—Latin 
Americans—whom we would giadly supply 
with wheat, pork, lard, hams, butter, cheese, 
and similar products. Never mind the few 
thousand Welsh tin-plate workers whom we 
feed where they are, but open these Latin- 
American markets to us, as Secretary Blaine 
advocates. Latin Americais bigger than a 
tin-plate factory in Pittsburg.”

rox WELL RECEIVED aT RIO. 


Brazilians Attach Great Importance to the 
Wielt of the Squadron, Regarding It as 
a Distinguished Mark of Esteem on the 
Part of the United States—Two More 
American Weddings in London — Er- 
King Milan Said to Ge Insane—General 
Foreign News. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
(Copyright, 1890, by James Gordon Bennett.) 

RO JaNerRO, June 2.—The American 
squadron, on a mission of congratulation and 
friendship to the new republic of Brazil, en- 
tered this magnificent bay June 23. Kio Ja- 
peiro has charming ana attractive stretches 
along the shores of its noble barbor. The 
surrounding hills are covered with sub- 
urban residences standing amid iofty 
royal palms, embowered with tropical 
foliage. No fairer’ prospect could de im- 
agmed in nature. This favored corner of 
the earth is luxurious and lavish. 

The Brazilians attach great importance to 
the visit of the squadron, regarding it as 
a distinguished mark of esteem on the part 


ot the United States. They propose to ex- 


tend every consideration and courtesy dur- 
ing our stay. 

As the squadron entered the bay it was sa- 
luted by Fort Santa Cruz, which hoisted the 
American flag and fired twenty-one guns—a 
most unusual compliment, as it is a visiting 
squadron’s place to salute the port first. Fort 
Santa Cruz displayed the United States en- 
sign and dipped the Brazilian ensign in com- 
pliment to the passing «squadron. As the 
vessels approached the anchorage and the 
inner forts the Brazilian men-of-war lying 
near the arsenal continued saluting, some of 
the salutes being National and some of them 
to Admiral Walker’s fag as Commander-in- 
Chief. All these courtesies were promptly 
returned by the Chicago. 

In the evening the ships of the squadron 
were serenaded by the boats of the Brazilian 
squaudron arranged in flotillas and dec- 
orated with flags and colored lights and fire- 
works. Carrying bands playing the Amer- 
ican and Brazilian airs, they moved slowly 
out about the Chicago, the Boston, and the 
Atlanta, whose crews manned the rigging 
and acknowledged the compliment by re- 
peated cheers. 

Admiral Waiker called the 24th on Rear- 
Admiral Baithazar commanding the fleet, 
upon Vice-Admiral Abrevarm commanding 
tne naval arsenal, and upon the Chargé 
a’ Affaires of the United States, Mr. James 
Fenner Lee, late Chief Clerk of the State

rom Secretary Blaine, Mr. Lee communicat- 


ed to the Minister of Foreign Affairs the con- 

atulations of the Government of the United 
Rates upon the promulgauon of the Consti- 
tution of the United States of Brazil. An in- 
terview between Admiral Walker and Presi- 
dent Fonseca will be arranged later. 

Several projects are in hand for the enter- 
tainment of the officers of the squadron. Ex- 
cursions to Corcovado, Tijuca, and Petropo- 
lis, beautiful places, are spoken of; also a 
grand ball to be given the Fourth of July. 
The health of the squadron is excellent. Tue 
daily sick-hst is from twelve to eighteen 
among 1,100 officers and men. Most of the 
cases are trivial. 

The sanitary coudition of Rio is fairly good. 
There are a few sporadic cases of yellow- 
fever, but that is always to be expected. 
Strict sanitary regalations are enforced. The 
men are given no liberty; me leave of the 
officers expires at sunset. Exposure to rain, 
sun. and night des is avoided entirely. Un- 
acclimated as are the officers and men of the 
squadron to a climate where severe malarial 
fevers may be expected, it is considered oy 
the medical officers of such importance that 
every precaution should be observed. 

The squadron of evolution does little now 
in the way of tactical exercise during the 
long passages at sea, which che present or- 
ders of the department require. Economy 
in coal is the principal object, and even under 
better circumstances the high prices of coal 
in this part of the world would be an ob- 
stacie toits free use. Only where coai is 
cheap and all the conditions are favorable 
can tactical maneuvers be carried out to the 
best advantage, and only in localities having 
a healthful temperature can drills and exer- 
cises be systematically and properly pur- 
sued. In the tropics sanitary regulations 
take precedence of all others, and routine 
must be shaped to meet their requirements. 
It is difficult at best to keep up the physical 
tone of the crews, and exposure to sun, rain, 
and fatigue must be avoided. 

If the squadron of evolution, as a naval 
school of application, is valuable to the serv- 
ice, and if its work is to aid materially in 
bringing forward our very much retarded 
naval development, its functions should be 
interfered with as little as possible and it 
should return without unnecessary delay to 
the United States, where tae work can be 
carried on vroperly. When organized last 
October it was intended to be to the navy 
what the school of application at Fort 
Leavenworth is to the infantry and cavalry 
of the army, and it would be most discour- 
aging to naval progress should this idea be 
abandoned by the Navy Department. 

There are some people at home who ad vo- 
cate sending our new ships as fast as 
they are completed around the world. They 
would like to see the Philadelphia, the New- 
ark, and other shi as soon as they are 
equipped, ordered on a purposeless tramp 
arouna the globe to accomplish nothing; to 
lose ali the advantages of systematic squad- 
ron training, of which our navy is at pres- 
ent sadly in need, and to burn large quanti- 
ties of coal at bigh prices, thus exhausting 
the naval appropriations ana preventing 
useful work elsewhere. The squadron of 
evolution during this cruise to Brazil ex- 
pends more money for coal than would be 
sufficient at bome prices to supply four times 
the number of ships during naval maneuvers 
extending over three or four weeks.

GENERAL FORAIGN NEWS. 


The Internationa! Prison Congress a Fall- 
ure— Cable Notes.

The 
Nachrichten denies that Bismarck initiated the 
International Labor Conference. He con- 
sidered internauonal protection of labor a 
chimera, He did not oppose the conference, 
because he hoped that it would tend to con- 
vince the Emperor that labor measures were 
of doubtful wisdom. He approved legisia- 
tion securing workmen against old age, 10¢¢c1- 
dent, and illness, but not measures interfer- 
ing with the independent relations between 
men and their employers. He maintains 
that social peace would not be secured by 
giving way to the covetous spirit of work- 
men.

Each and every one expressed 
himself as delighted with the outlook and 
denied that there was any business of grave im- 
a to be acted on at to-day’s meeting. 
ecretary Brunell said: “Outside of routine 
Dusiness the only thing to be settled is the dis- 
ute between Brooklyn and Boston over the 
oan of Hatfield of the New Yorks to Boston. 

Despite all the apparent harmony there is a 
deal of trouble beneath the surface and tlie re- 
sult of the meeting is bound to have an impor- 
tant bearing on the base-ball situation. 

Cleveland. Buffalo. and Brooklyn have dropped 
big money and so has Philadelphia. The scheme 
is to put a club in Cincinnati and transfer Ward’s 
team to Baltimore or some other Eastern city.

He was Judge 
Thurston of Nebraska, who came to Chicago 
direct from the Far Northwest, where he had 
been fishing. He declares the fish so large

Between fishing trips Judge Thurston 
looked over the political situation out West.

WE USE TWENTY MILLION POUNDS. 


‘Chicago Consumes More Iee Each Day 
Than Any Other City. 

“The amount of ice consumed daily in 
Chicago is simply enormous,” said Mr. 
Maginnis of the Lincoln Ice company yester- 
day. “I can’t begin to tell you how much is 
used because I know the business done 
by our own company only, but the figures 
would be surprising if they could be ob- 
tained. I saw a tabulated statement about 
two years ago in tne lee Trade Journal giving 
the daily consumption of ice in the principal 
cities ot the United States, and at that time 
Chicago consumed more than New York, 
Brooklyn, and Philadelphia combined. The 
consumption increases every year, and is 
now, perhaps, 50 per cent greater than it was 
two years ago. Why, in the territory 
lying north of Polk and south of Randolph 
street between the lake and river there is 
more ice used in one day than the whole 
population of the City of New Orleans uses 
in two days.“ 

Is there really danger of an ice famine 
before the season is over!“ inquired the 
TRIBUNE reporter. 

“Perhaps not; none of the ice companies 
are seeking any new customers, however. 
We have all we want. It is an easy matter 
to run out of ice. We are on the look-out all 
the time and buy ice whenever we can get it. 
At the same time we are shipping ice away 
every day by the car-load. I shipped twenty 
car-loads south afew days ago, and today I 
sent five car-ioads to Cincinnati and three to 
Louisville, We are refusing every day to re- 
ceive new customers. Yesterday I refused 
an offer of $10 a ton for a car-load, and yet it 
will not bring me $7.50 when sold here. You 
see there is the cost of delivery, the waste, 
and the extrachunks that the drivers give 
to bar-tenders in exchange for drinks. All 
these take a liberal slice of the profits.” 

“You say there is no combination of the 
ice dealers to increase the price of ice?” 

“There is nothing df the kina. The de- 
mand is enormous and the supply is limitéd, 
bence the prices go up. There is no uni- 
formity in prices, however. Jam sellmg to 
some customers for $5, to some for $7.50, and 
to others for $10 a ton. Those who get the 
benefit of the low prices are large consumers 
who have dealt with us for a long time and 
have paid their bilis mptly. We naturally 
favor our friends. et if there was a trus 
as some of the newspapers allege, we coul 
not do that. Notrust could exist with such 
an arrangement.”’ 

“ The only persons who get the benefit of 
a low rate are those who have contracts 
isn’t that the case“ 

„Not at all. None of the ice companies 
make contracts except with hotels and large 
restaurants, None of tne saloons have con-

“It undoubtedly will if the present hot 
weather continues. The people are grum- 
bling more now over the bigh price of ice 
than they did when it was $19 aton. The 
fact is is getting cheaper ice than 
almost any other city in the country. Iceis 
scarce where.’ 

“ Will not the manufacture of artificial ice 
have an effect on the market!“ 

Not any bie effect. The output 
pow building here would not 
supply three business blocks in the heart of 
the city. To supply the city with artificial 
ice hundreds of factories would have to be 
builtin all parts of the city. The factory 
might as weil be situated in Germany as on 
Thirty-fourta street, as it would not pa 
have only one distributing point. At the best 
it could supply only the immediate neighbor- 
hood. And then, artificial ice can never com- 
pete with the natural product. In Cincin- 
nati natural ice 
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with the country, and can handle troops 
better than some one entirely unacquainted 
with the distances and the number of sol- 
diers available. This is a large division, ex- 


‘tending from the British possessions to Mex- 


ico. We have the Departments of Texas, 
Missouri, the Piatte, and Dakota.

The condition of the money market just now 
depends largely on what use is to be made of the 
funds that are applied for. To established busi- 
ness-men needing accommodations to carry on 
their regular trade the market is nothing more 
than moderately snug; to the broker who wants 
to have securities carried on a margin it isin an 
extraordinarily close situation. The bankers 
have simply undertaken to regulate the tendency 
of commercial activity. They are making the 
situation as easy as possible for manufacturers 
and merchants and as uncomfortable as possible 
for speculators. If both branches of business 
cannot be accommodated no one will question 
that the course of the banks is a wise one. but 
both branches should be accommodated. Each 
offers ample security for loans and is willing to 
pay the ourrent rates. If the present banking 
facilities are not equal to supplying this demand 
it is time outside capital saw the profitable op- 
portunity and came forward.

The bill to regulate National bank circulation 
which the Senate Finance Committee has just 
favorably reported on is a matter of great inter- 
est to bankers. The bill does away with the 
compulsory requirement of Government bond 
deposits by National banks except to the merely 
nominal amount of $1,000. It further provides 
that a bank may issue circulating notes to the 
full par value of the bonds deposited instead of 
oniy 90 per cent as now. The preseat high price 
of vonas and the tax of 1 per cent on 
circulation have made this method of issu- 
ing notes so unprofitable that the banks 
have generally reduced their circulation to the 
lowest limit, and even then to avoid the 1 per 
cent tax all the banks’ notes are frequently 
kept in the vaults. Should this bill become a 
law it will operate in two waysto ease the money 
situation aud increase the currency. If the 
banks prefer to retain their circulation they 
may increase it from do per cent to the full par 
value of the bonds, or if they are so disposed 
they can reduce it to $1,000 and sell their bonds 
to the Government, thereby putting a much 
greater amount into circulation than had been 
provided by the bank notes. From a banker's 
stanapoint, at least, there is nothing but favor- 
able comment to be made on the bill. 

Business at the Chicago Stock Exchange was 
a shade more active yesterday, bur prices showed 
no material changes. Brokers use their best ef- 
forts to execute orders tor regular customers, 
but further than that ail orders are refused be- 
cause of the difficultuy of getting money to carry 
the securities.

A local speculator telegraphed to Nat Jones 
— saying that the population of this 
country has increased nearly 30 per cent and the 
wealth of the country has increased 100 per cent 
in the fast ten years, while the prices of railroad 
stocks are nearly all lower than in 1880, and the 
question was asked if it is not now time to look 
for a boom iu securities. To this Mr. Jones re- 
plied. You speak facts, I think August will give 
us a doom. August may or may not “give us 
a boom,“ but if it does it will hardly be on such 
logic as was contained in the dispatchto Mr. 
Jones. It is true enough that the populatioa of 
the country has increased 30 per cent and the 
wealth of the country much more than that ratio 
in the last ten years, but popuiation and wealth 
are not the only things that have been increas- 
ing. Railroad mileage has increased rapidly 
and the capital and funded debt of railway cor- 
porations much more rapidly. Taking the latest 
figures from Foor's manual, during the length of 
time when our population has increased 30 per 
cent the mileage of railways operated increased 
82 per cent and the capital and funded debt in- 
creased 97 per cent. e grinding out of secur- 
ities has gone on this year at a Much more rapid 
rate than haseither the construction of new 
mileage or the increase in population. The list- 
ing of new issues of stocks on the New York ex- 
change was over $70,000,000 for the first six ee ths 
ofthe year as compared with $38,000, last 
year and $34,000,000 in 1888. It is Pe ee ge that it 
needs som@tning more than a 0 per cent increase 
in population in the last decade to base an 
August boom on. 

Tbe principal manufacturers of celluloid and 
zylonite goods have decided to consolidate in a 
big corporation, with a capital of $6,000,000. The 
concerns which go into the combination are the 
American Zylunite company of North Adams, 
the Celluloid company of Newark, and the Lith- 
oid company of Newburyport. It is said that the 
works of the American and the Lithoid compa- 
nies will be abandoned or rather transferred to 
the other concerns.

A buyer in Kalamazoo tnenks a firm for cer- 
tain wheat samples, but says be can buy choice 
grain at 100 per bu less than is asked by shippers 
from this city. Not much chance of business 
there at present. 

A good many men in the wheat pit acted as if 
they felt like the poor cat which was Once said to 
love sh but hate to get her feet wei trying to 
catch them. The weak cables, and news of cor- 
responding heaviness in New York, made them 
long to sell. but they were deterred by the news 
from the Northwest. — 1 Hutchinson
